Honoured Guests, Members of the Senior Class, Ladies and Gentlemen. . . 

When I look into the future, I don’t see much - mostly because it hasn’t happened yet. Our future is being shaped as we live it 
and we are now in the process of preparing to meet it. Even though we may plan far ahead we still have to live life one day at a 
time because that’s the way life unfolds. Many problems have been presented to our generation that interfere with our plans. The 
burdens of racial tensions, constitutional negotiations, the fall of the Soviet State, environmental destruction, and AIDS are problems 
slowly being passed on to the next generation - ours.
